Tu each of these countrics, with the exception 
of tho United Kingdom, the produotion in 1910 
exceeded that of any provious year, their aggro- 

tooutput being 923 million fons, or an increase 
of 42 million tons ox the output of 1909 and 27 
million tons more thanjn 1907, whon the higheat 
previous total was reached. The total known 
coal preduotion of the world (exclusive of brown 
coal or lignite) in 1910 waa about 1,035 
million tons, of which the Unjted Kingdom 
producced more than ono-fourth, As compared 
with its population, the produotion of coal in 
the United Kingdom still enrpasecs that in the 
United Atates. It amounts to voarly six tons 
per head; whilo in the United Stato it is andor 
five tons per head. In Belgium it amounts to
